-Eroxel, The Chief of Psychological Warfare. Mr. I I had mentioned that 2 5X1

since he is new to his position and planning to depart on a familiarization 
trip on Sept. 28th, Mr. I ~| recommended that CIA arrange to give him a 
briefing.

They merely wish to go over certain 
papers in their possession and to have discussions among themselves. He 
noted that the Board is planning its next meeting for some tine in early 
November .

a. Noted that the security problem involved in the new District of 
Columbia withholding tax, which was discussed at the previous meeting, is 
now on its way toward being resolved. He stated that Mr. Houston is presently 
working out suitable cover arrangements with the Department of the Army.
